Heavy Red Fire 
Rips Paratroops 


SAIGON (AP) - Heavy North 
Vietnamese fire that killed 61 
Americans and wounded 345 in 
the area in the past three weeks 
forced the United States today 
to abandon a patrol base in the 
northwestern sector of South 
Vietnam. 
The U.S. troops hastily pulled 
out of Fire Base Ripcord near 
the 
Laotian 
border, 
spiking 
some of their own artillery, less 
than 24 hours after a patrol op­ 
erating a mile away suffered 
the heaviest casualties in a sin­ 
gle action in 24 months. 
The U.S. Command, revising 
its casualty figures, said 12 
Americans were killed and 51

in

ground attack Wednesday on a 
patrol operating a mile from the 
base. Enemy losses were un­ 
known. The command earlier 
had listed six wounded. 
A command spokesman said 
CH47 Chinook helicopter was 
shot down during the evacuation 
but there were no casualties.

All 


For some u n ex plain ed bu t highly delu sion ary rea­ 
son . most people do n ot u n derstan d that the in creas­ 
ed cost of produ cin g an d deliv erin g goods is u lti­ 
mately reflected in higher prices. 
What the employ er has to pay in in creased tax es 
an d in flation ary wage settlemen ts is soon er or later 
passed on to the con su mer, mak e n o mistak e abou t 
it 
Those who cry ou t for gov ern men t to clobber big 
bu sin ess, rather than the in div idu al, with pu n itiv e 
tax rates an d who y awn apathetically at highly in ­ 
flation ary labor con tracts are in for a ru de awak en ­ 
in g when pay -u p time comes arou n d. 
A RECENT CASE in poin t is the settlemen t mu s­ 
cled by Chicago locals of the In tern ation al Brother­ 
hood of Teamsters. 
In stead of agreein g to the terms of the n ation al 
con tract for an 8 per cen t in crease, the Chicago lo­ 
cals got what they had deman ded—a raise of abou t 
13 per cen t a y ear. 
As part of the deal, tru ck in g employ ers reopen ed 
their fu ll amou n t of the Chicago raise. 
This will 
add at least $8 00 million to the origin al $2 S-billion 
cost of the n ation al con tract ov er 39 mon ths. 
The immediate resu lt, of cou rse, will be higher 
freight rates, which shippers will pass alon g to con ­ 
su mers in the form of higher prices. 
An d bey on d that is the effect the teamsters set­ 
tlemen t will hav e an wage deman ds of all other 
u n ion ists who n egotiation s are comin g u p. Settle­ 
men ts in the au to in du stry this y ear an d steel in 
1971 are su re to be affected as a con sequ en ce. 
The local equ iv alen t to this pattern are the sca’es 
su ccessfu lly n egotiated by the bu ildin g tradesmen . 


Their hou rly rates hav e reached a poin t bey on d th* 
mark et’s ability to afford the pricin g. 
Bu t ev en 
more frighten in g is the ex cessiv e deman ds con ­ 
fron tin g employ ers in other areas less con du civ t 
to qu ick pricin g adju stmen ts. 
WAGE INFLATION, which has been die n ame of 
the game in today ’s mark etplace, mu st be brou ght 
u n der con trol before or while bargain in g is goin g 
on —n ot after an ex cessiv e settlemen t is reached. 
When wages an d prices settle back to some de­ 
gree of n ormalcy , we will silen ce ou r call for con ­ 
trols. Bu t don ’t hold y ou r breath u n til that times 
comes. Nothin g we hav e seen wou ld in dicate that 
it is ev en n ear. 


Tree Thieves 


It is an age old tru ism that thin gs are n ot alway s 
as they seem This is bein g prov ed again in New 
York City where it has become n ecessary to resort 
to trick ery to foil tree thiev es. 
The problem of tree an d shru bbery thiev es has 
become so bad in New York City park s that the 
park s departmen t has fou n d it n ecessary to ch?in 
the plan ts to a stak e which is placed horizon tally 
ben eath the root ball of the tree when it is plan ted. 
Apparen tly the techn iqu e is work in g an d thiev es 
who stole u p to $5 5 .000 worth of shru bbery in the 
city park s last y ear are giv in g u p in disgu est when 
they are u n able to dig the trees an d shru bs ou t. 
We hope the Salem park sy stem is n ev er in v ad­ 
ed by tree thiev es. Bu t if it is. the New York sav e- 
the-trees techn iqu e can be qu ick ly applied.

The UAW’ wan ts a retu rn to the u n limited coat of 
liv in g allowan ce in effect from 1948 to 1967. a su b­ 
stan tial wage in crease, early retiremen t with $5 00 
mon thly pen sion s after 30 y ears of serv ice an d ad­ 
dition al mon ey for su pplemen tary u n employ men t 
ben efits. 
WHILE CONTRACTS n egotiated thu s 
far 
this 
y ear show an av erage in crease in wages an d ben e­ 
fits approx imatin g 10 per cen t, the UAW say s it ex ­ 
pects to get more than the 15 per cen t it gran ted 
to its staff members ov er a two-y ear period. 
The pictu re is clear an d the UAW sees it clearly . 
No holds are barred. The gov ern men t u ltimately 
may cite the n ew au to con tract as in flation ary , bu t 
who amon g the prin cipals to it really cares. To the 
au to man u factu rers It will be a fact of bu sin ess life 
abou t which they can do v ery little. To the au to 
work ers it will mean n othin g more than an effort 
to k eep abreast of the cost of liv in g 
We are in trigu ed by the UAW's in sisten ce on a re­ 
tu rn to the u n limited cost of liv in g allowan ce in 
the n ew con tract. From the u n ion ’s poin t of v iew, 
it is a v ery sk illfu l man eu v er becau se it will permit 
members of the UAW to ben efit from the tees of 
in flation they help to set. 
We can ’t fau lt the au to u n ion for wan tin g to gain 
as mu ch or more than work ers in other in du stries 
who hav e reached settlemen ts this y ear. That’s the 
n ame of the game. Do a little better than y ou r bro­ 
ther u n ion ists across the fen ce. We can 't help bu t 
shu dder a twhat the steel u n ion , n ex t u p on the in ­ 
flation barometer, will ask for to ou tpace their au to 
work ers brothers. 
It is in con ceiv able that this sort of econ omic pat­ 
ricide cou ld go on in this cou n try with a federal 
gov ern men t sittin g idlv by an d promisin g on ly a 
slap on the wrist for those who seem to hav e ex ­ 


ceeded the bou n ds of sen sible restrain t. 
WE SHOULD LIKE to po.n t ou t on ce again , al­ 
thou gh it really shou ldn 't be n ecessary , that tha 
on ly loser in in flation is the con su mer. The n ew 
con tract will cost the Big Three au to compan ies an 
estimated $1 26 billion a y ear. Now who do y ou su p­ 
pose is goin g to pay that bill? Ev ery au to work er 
an d ev ery person in the cou n try who bu y s 
a n ew 
au tomobile will pay it. 
Arou n d an d arou n d it goes, an d where it stops 
n obody —least of all the people most directly af­ 
fected—k n ows. 
This is a time n ot for platitu des, bu t for some 
cou rageou s, positiv e action . 


Help From Israel 


Israel, despite its deep in v olv emen t in warfare 
with the Arab n ation s, is con tin u in g an d ev en ex ­ 
pan din g its techn ical cooperation programs in La 
tin America. 
An d apparen tly the programs are hav in g an im­ 
pact for they n ew will be ex ten ded to Sou th Amer­ 
ica. Prev iou sly they had been con du cted in sev eral 
Cen tral American an d Caribbean repu blics. 
The task of aidin g ru ral popu lation s to mak e a 
gradu al an d ration al adju stmen t to u rban con di­ 
tion s is v iewed by some au thorities as perhaps the 
largest sin gle dev elopmen t u n dertak in g in Latin 
America this decade. 
Israel look s on the cooperation programs as af­ 
fordin g it a good opportu n ity to carry ou t its re- 
spn sibility “ to share the k n owledge we hav e gain ­ 
ed throu gh ou r own econ omic an d social dev elop­ 
men t.” 
For fou r y ears Israel has been helpin g t ©estab­ 
lish ex perimen tal farms, commu n ity cen ters an d 
cooperativ es where peasan ts are train ed m modem 
agricu ltu ral techn ology . 
The fact that Israel shows a con tin u in g in terest 
in ex portin g ex pert k n owledge an d sk ills, despite 
the drain cau sed by heav y military ex pen ditu res, 
say s a lot abou t the cou n try an d its gov ern men t.

In Washin gton , the v iew is be­ 
in g ex pressed that du rin g the 
n ex t six mon ths in flation will 
su bside, thou gh u n employ men t 
will be trou blesome for the rest 
of the y ear. Pau l W. McCrack ­ 
en . chairman of the presiden t’s

The admin istration is n ot say ­ 
in g v ery mu ch abou t labor's 
role in the in flation ary crisis,

certain ly , as the big con ­ 
tracts in the au tomobile in du s­ 
try come u p for n egotiation , a 
v oice of cau tion wou ld n ot be 
withou t some effect. All sides 
realize the delicacy of the econ ­ 
omic situ ation as a whole. Pain ­ 
fu l strik es hav e occu rred, an d 
organ ized labor 
has obtain ed 
wage in creases which hav e n ot 
been based u pon in creases in 
produ ctiv ity . So it is logical for 
an admin istration which is re­ 
spon sible for the fu tu re welfare 
of the econ omy at least to mak e 
to labor a fran k plea for re­ 
st, ain t in the matter of wage 
scales that are n ot goin g to be 
balan ced by greater produ ctiv ­ 
ity .
